Op to six months ago there was no 
such thing as priating paper to be had |} 
except by importing it from over the 
plains, Assoon as possible after the 
mills at Stockton began to turn out 
enough to make it safe to depend 
upon, the Gazetre, believing io the 
good old doctrine of 
BUILDING UP HOME INSTITUTIONS, 


and practicing as well as preaching 
the development of manufactures for 
the westero world, made arrangements 
to use their paper, even ifit should 
be mere expensive. The change 


must have been neticed by all readers 
of the paper, and the present bod 
certainly reflects credit upon our C 
ifornia paper mill. It is —— nN little 
transparent; cuts and! show 
through somewhat; but th will be 
remedied by the introduction ef more 
wood into the pulp, as soon as the 
propertion can established. Last 
week a reporter was instructed to visit 
Stockton and give & descriptien of the 
works for the benefit of the readers of}. 
this paper, as well as to spread a 
knowledge of this wortliy institution. 
The works are halfa mile south of 
Stockton, near the Nevada insane 
asylum. Both fine and coarse paper 
are wanufactured. To make wrap- 
ping paper 3000 ef wheat 
straw are put into a large tank, three 
barrels of liquid lime are then peured 
over it, and it is steamed for twelve 
hours. It then smelle exactly like 
the homiay your grandmetber to 
make ef yellow corn and lye. 
This mass is next divided into 600 
pound lots, and gees to the “beater” 
where for eight hours itis washed and 
ground inte pulp by revolving cyl- 
inders armed with knives. Alum and 
, rosia fer sizing are added bere. 


THE BEATER 


isa large obleng tank divided by a 
partition extending through the centre 
to within three feet of each end. The 
“knives are on one side about half way 
the length. of the tank. A stream of 
white pulp about three feet deep and 
wide moves around and around in 
| this channel, at a abeu: half as 
fast as a man woul walk, and is one 
of the most peculiar looking thiogs 
about the place. A pipe Carries the 
pulp down stairs intethe stuff chest, 

where water is added te niake it liquid, 
when it is pumped up to the paper 
machine. Here a revolving wire cyl- 
inder dips into the vat and gathers up 
a uniform layer of the pulp, the water 
draining threugh the wire into the 
inside of the cylinder. An endless 
woolen belt touches the top ef this 
cylinder and scrapes «ff the pulp, 
thus obtaining au even and smooth 
layer upon its surface.
